The application fora further reflected that Oswald took a typing course; 
that he attended classes each week from 6:15 P.M. to 7:~5 P.K. Mr. Bond 
stated that Oswald attended classes on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday of each 
week. The application form indicated that Oswald dropped out of school on 
April 8, 1563; however, Mr.- Bond stated that it is possible that Oswald had 
stopped attending classes prior to this date. 

Mr. Bond stated that this registration card is the only existing record of 
Oswald's attendance at this school. He said that, since Oswald did not desire 
high school credit for' the typing course, all the other records of his 
attendance were destroyed. 

Jieither Mr. Bond, Mrs. Gladys Yoakum, Oswald's typing teacher, nor Mrs. Juanita 
_ <Richey, w ho registered Oswald, were able to recall him personally. ' ~ *
